Operations
will be in full awing on the canyon
road within tho next day or two."

It is the determination of tho board
of commissioners to mako a great
Bhowing on tho two stato roads
through the county this year and.
while no action has jet been taken.
It Is stated by members of tho board
that a tax of flvo mills will be levied
this year on property In districts
through which tho stato roads pass,
this being an arbitrary power placed
In tho hands of tho county commis-
sioners.

The special road tax election of
April 30, Mr Madson says, will furn-
ish nearly $5,000 for road building in
the dlstrlots of KancBvillo, Farr West.
Hooper and Plain City, tho assessed'
valuation of tho throe districts being
nearly $900,000, tbo rato of taxation
being flvo mills. The county com-
missioners, under tho law, will furn-
ish a like amount for tho uplift of the
district road3, the total sum to bo
spent amounting to nearly $10,000.

The stato road will be macada-
mized, but, this year, all that can
ho done with tho district roads will
bo to properly grade them and place
culverts at all points whore waterways
cross. This, tho commissioners say,
will bo preliminary to tho placing
macadam on the country roads
